Business Expansion 
Excellent Outlook for More Building 


Prosperity, growth in population and unprecedented expansion in business were reflected by a 
report sent to Washington yesterday by Collector of Internal Revenue Rex B. Goodeell, covering the 
collection of Federal taxes in January. With increases ranging from 50 to 177 per cent, all records in 
the history of the Los Angeles district were thrown into the discard. 








Telephone and telegraph messages furnished receipts of $48,052, an increase of 100 per cent over 
January, 1923. 

Manufacturers’ excise tax which covers rugs, carpets, trunks and lighting fixtures registered a 
es 
gain of 111 per cent. 

Manufacturers’ tax receipts in oleo advanced 51 per cent, 

Manufacturers paid $40,361 in tax on auto trucks, an increase of 22 per cent. The tax paid re- 
presents sales by manufacturers of $1 345,333. 


Documentary stamps sales were $161,317, compared with $97,288 in January, 1928, a gain of 65 
per cent. The stamps are used on real estate transfers and other business transactions. 


Federal tax collections from estates were $114,308, an increase of 177 per cent. 

Manufacturers’ tax on motoreyeles developed a gain of 118 per cent, 

On automobile tires and inner tubes, manufacturers paid a tax of $76,793, an advance of 18 per 
cent. The tax paid represents sales of $1,660,700. 

With sales of $1,660,700 manufacturers of candy furnished $49,821 in taxes, a gain of 21 per cent. 

In the retail jewelers’ line, the tax receipts were $202,421, an increase of 37 per cent. Sales of 
$4,043,420 during December are indicated by the tax paid, a gain of $1,099840 over December of 1922. 


Manufacturers’ tax on soft drinks increased 111 per cent. 
Total tax receipts for January were $2,085,041, a gain of 75 per cent over January, 1923. 


Income tax collections reached the $820,856 mark a gain of 96 per cent over January, 1923, 
while miscellaneous taxes developed $1,264,185, an increase of 63 per cent. 


Amusement taxes furnished $476,507, a gain of 80 per cent, indicating an amusement attendance 
for December of 23,136,440 and that $4,384,119 was spent by the public at theatres and other places of
